a and general Readineſs, to the greats Delight and Satisfattion of their Na. | 
jcſties and Royal Highneſles, vouchſafing all the time of Exerciſe wo | 
grace their Arms with the Honour of their Preſence. The other two Battalicns | 
of the Royal Regiment had not fell ſhort of the like Performance, ifIllneſs of |
